of their Wills, —_ — mace- 
rating their tender Bodies. is is the 
Rule of a Dewout Soul, which is really in- 
quiſitive after God, the inexhauſtible 
Fountain of Goodneſs and Purity, having

uncealſantly abaſes all rowring Theugbts, 
and vaip Imeginations, and which _ 
y 
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ly ſhelrers ns in the Covert fram Satan: 
pride, ſo dangerous tro innnocent ſouls. 
Likewiſe an inexpreſſible reſolution to 
vanquiſh all obſtacles we may incounter 
in the way, which our Bleſſed Redeemer 
has. chalk't out before us, which we 
muſt walk in without turning, if we 
would be perfeft. We muſt not think 
to follow our TFeſas, by rerarding our 
courſe, it muſt be conſtant, the leaſt re- 
poſe will ſoon put us at a great diſtance 
from him, and a careleſs neglet will 
make us loſe the ſight of our Bleſſed 
Condufor, and then ſhe may wander in 
the purſuic of him whom her ſoul loveth, 
and miſs of him ; faichfulneſs in following 
him is the moſt ellential Article of ſincere 
Piety. 

How many Souls are there who ſeek 
Feſus Chriſt, and find him, and afterwards 
leaye and forſake him? The fervors of 
Devotion give impetyous motions unto 
natural weakneſs, occaſion and a natural 
proclivity retards them in the midſt cf 
their race, and oftentimes rhat great zeal 
which a fit of Devotion excites, will 
give place to the leaſt trifle which ſhocks 
the predominant Paſſign. 

It is not to beloved vertue that we 
muſt aſcribe the condu@ of others, it is 
to neceſlury vertue, and this neceflary 
vertue s of that nature that ir retrer.ches - 
Qur own wills, and which makes us pur- 
lac 
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ſue our Blefled Maſter as near. as poſſible: 
Love never. goes with languiſhing ſteps, 
and indifferency, when ſhe has given up 
her hearr in carneſt ; but flies where Love 
calls us, rhis is the Nature of the actions 
of rhe ſpirit of Love, it is che Divine 


Tranſport of a Soul which loves God, and. 


makes her ſo nearly purſue the Divine 
Precepts and Inftructionsof the Holy Feſus, 
that her excellent Deportmentſeems ano- 
ther Goſpel, whereon is tranſcrib'd by ſa- 
| cred violencethe Leſſons of acrucih'd God, 
1 muſt own that the excellencey of thoſe 
Apoſtolical perſons, who liv'd in thefirſt 
ages of the Church; may make us deſpair 

meeting very few ſo accompliſht in 
our Age, tho' thete may be ſome very 
eminent Chriſtians even in this age of im- 
piety ,and Prophaneſs, ro whom God 
communicates the influences of his Bleſſed 
ſpirit in this laborious way of Repen- 
trance, who follow and ſerve the cru- 
cifn'd Feſus with the greateſt cranſports, 
and * elevation of Spirit. © For the fame 
will which excites us to follow him in 
every place, will make us ſubſervienc 
to his Divine will and pleaſure in all 
things. We mult not only Love this Uj- 
vine Obje& by contemplation, but we 


muſt adore him with the * profoundeſt 


ſubmiſſion, ſerve ' him faithfully in the 
dutics of our Callings ; for 'tis not in bare 
ſpeculation that we muſt obſerve the 
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Law; 'tis an ative Love which God re- 
quires . from us, and 'tis by Faith we 
adore this Divine Power, it do's not Con- 
tent it (elf with a Speculative ſubmiſſion, 
ir ' an operanive Charity ſhould be 
diffufive in our aRions, and the hand muſt 
affiſt the heart. There's no repoſe here 
delow for a devour Chrifties mind : His 
bor_ muſt commence with his Rational 
aculty, and never conclude but with the 
laſt period of his Life, and this Perfe&tion 
conhiſts ro begin it with Joy to continue 
it with reſolution and forrirude, ard to 
end it with Love. When this Love, 
which is the Foundation of the Divine Law, 
has penettated the heart of man, all-rBc 
Severitics of R ance in the mortify- 
ing of carnall Concupiſence, the greateſt 
rigors appear mild and fweer upon the 
account-of this defire, all thoſe obliga- 
tions unto our Munificent and Divine Be- 
nefattor, repleniſhes his affcRjons with 
unaccountable fervors, his zeal omits no 
circumſtance which may concurr to the 
glory of the Divine Author. And his 
Neighbour by a plentiful effuſion of ther 
Charity, is carefully fought our, tho' in 
an obſcure Dungeon faſt bound in Miſery 
and Ir, where he finds athiſtance and 
comfort in the moſt forlorn and dzjcted 
Condition. The ſame zeal which raiſes 
her t0 Ged by Love, which uniics to 

* our Neighbour by Charity, abaſcs it by 
= ., of tne 
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the profoundeſt Humility,by reaſon of the 
turpirude and odiouſneſs of fin. By the 
aſpe& of her miſerics ſhe conceives how 
remote ſhe is from' the ynconceivable 
Grandure and Majeſry of the Divinity, 
and being ſtrengthen'd by faith, adores 
that Immenfity which ſhe cannont ſut- 
ficiently admire, and when ſhe examins 
her own wretched Eſtate, . the reflexion 
makes her deſpiſe and condemn her ſelf, 
and inflame her the more with Lpve to 
her God. This is the real Ideas and Cha- 
rater of a Chriſtian Soul which profeſles 
to be devout, and is anxiouſly ſolicirous 
both in publick and private for thoſe un. 
utterable and pure joys. at God's right 
hand: She is circumciz'd to her own 
will, and carnal Intereſt, and ſelfiſh 
Love is for ever 'cruſht in pieccs by 
the power of the Divine Love, which 
cannot impede. us the leaſt moment in 
the paths of Verrne : That with the 
Apoſtle St. Paul we may be more than 
Conquerors through him that loved us, 
and be 7riumphant over the powers of Hell 
by the force of Love. | 

If the fair S:x would give themſelves 
the trouble ſeriouſly ro examin themſelves 
upon this model of Devotion, and judg- 
ing themſelves with imparrial vigor, 
would confeſs themſclves cul before 
God, as likewiſe own themſelves crimi- 
nal unto Men, and then this tt.” 
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fion produces in us the ſtrongeſt Semci- 
ment of Self-Denial that we are capable 
of, for without theſe Divine Qualifications 
we can neither purſue, follow, nor ſerve 
our bleſſed Saviour as he would have us, 
and indeed as we are oblidg'd in Dury to 
ſerve him.

What weakneſs occurs” *midft 
the hurry of. a curbulent-Life, always're+ 
plete with diſtrafting care which drihks 
up the Spirit, we muſt rior expe to find 
this h Peace in lous places; ” ris 
the gift-of God, a ſentiment of the Di- 
vinicy, a condition to which the corifus'd 
hurry of turbulent ations can lay no 
claim, and which being ſeparated, and 
looſen'd from ſublunary enjoyments, is 
raisd up by ' Divine Contemplation a- 
bove fear and delire, Herein Peace Con- 
liſts in a reaſonable verrue, or in a ver- 
ruous 
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tuous reaſon which comprehends a ſteady 
Will,and a ſound Judgmenr,a heart ſolidly 
fixt to its duty, a mind ſtrongly convinc'd 
the truch, which it perceives, imbraces, 
and paſſionately purſues. Uprightneſs of 
Mind and Heart, is-not.above our reach, 
as ſome are apt ro imagine. Tho” we 
cann't raiſe our knowledge, but ro ſuch 
certain Dimenſions, yet 'tis poſſible to re- 
duce them from being too ExTAYAfens 
And if the hight we reccive depends of 
Providence, -which diſtributes ſeverally 
the common ſenſe ; Uprightneſs ard 
Truth ariſes, from the violence which is 
made to. the contrary -pallion, which is 
contradiſtinguiſhe by effects. .. Every per 
ſon may be perfedtly reaſonable if ſhe 
pleaſes ; from the Will reſulres Reaſan, 
and from Reaſon depends .that Peace 
which ſhe is, in purſuir of. When the 
Heart is diſtraſted by a thouſand inquie- 
rudes at the top, the Mind.rchus perplext, 

and feduc'd in an intricate. Labyrinth of 

Errors Can find no Peace. When, the Soul 

is hurry'd on by its own Propenſiry,with- 

our the leaſt ſcruple, by the attractive of 
ſame ſecret pallion, this is not the me- 
thod to find it; Her Divine Repoſe is 

Diametrically repugnant, to . thote hy- 

mane moxions which dilcompoſe us. 

Therefore if we expe the fruition of a 

true and laſting Peace, we muſt {cek for it 

in the Truth. True Tranquillity conſiſts 
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in the repoſe of the'Soul, which nothing 
can diſcompoſe, We muſt extricate our 
{clves from thoſe uneaſfie Sentiments which 
perplex our Thoughts, from thar Intereſt 
we areſo unwilling to farſake, from that 
Self. love which prevents ' us, and which 
makes us ſo ſenſible and cancern'd for the 
leaſt preſſure; and this way which guides 
us to Peace, is a ſolirary way, which the 
Will is ignorant of. The trouble of for- 
rune has charms, which blors our the re- 
pi of Indigence, and ſhe is willing to 

acrifice her * Tranquilliry for her goods, 
nor conſidering that the greareſt glitter- 
ings of Worldly Happineſs cannor coun- 
tervail a moments Tranquillity ; this Peace 
nothing can Change it ; this repoſe when 
the Spirit has once reliſhr ir, the Heart is 
in Love with ir, and it bears ſway in a 
Chriſtian Soul, to be as a fore-runner of 
that Immenſe Reſt, which are prepared 
for it in the Manſions above ; this is ſuch 
a Repoſe, Tranquility, and Peace, which 
does not allow of a paſſionate vigilancy, 
nor 2 —— hatred, nor the hurry 
and confuſion of buſineſs, nor the endleſs 
trouble of perplext and cavilling Diſpures, 
nor the ſquandering away of precious 
Time ; but by its{weerneſs communicates 
an indifferency for Riches, a Good Will 
for our Neighbour, an intire Love for 
Juſtice, and endeavours to avoid all man- 
ner of Contention as much as wo 
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And as Law-Suits expoſe the Soul to an 
hundred new dangers of offending God, 
ſhe ſhuns them, tho' *tis by expoting her

witching: Peſton. They ſhould be more 
rimerous of this than the reſt, becauſe. 
'tis moſt natugal,and ſeems more Beneficial 
than ordinary, it grame ſtronger by 
cuſtom, and their diſpoltion. engages 
them in it.

defire of happineſs which is plac'd upon 
God, and according to reaſon, and the 
defire that Self-Love inſpires us with, 
there is this difference, the former makes 
us cover ſuch a tranſcendent Happineſs 
which eye has not ſcen, and which we 
cannot comprehend ; and art that inſtant 
muſt inſtill inro our Thoughts, the pro- 
foundeſt ſubmiſſion towards the Divine 
Principle, from whoſe Munificence we 
expect this ineffable Reward, and in the 
lacter we are eager in the” purſuit of a 
happineſs which we may perceive, and 
know at the fame time that we deſire ir.

And indeed ir muſt be graunted when 
the heart is once repleniſhe with ſuch an 
inſenſibillity, as the Love of itſelf, poſleſt 
with the defire of agreable things which 
flatrer and pleaſe us, ſuch a perſon has 
done with Verrue, Reaſon, Honour, and 
likewiſe with all great and Sublime things, 
which raiſe the Soul above the level of 
the common Herd. Self-Love it is the 
{ource of all our paſſions and vices, and 
'ris more difficult to deſtroy than other 
offences, for ir's 'inſupporral Tiranny, it 
is a ſharp goad which pricks us for- 
ward, and drives us towards our felves, 
according as we eſpouſe, and flatter our 
dearly beloved Intereſt. 

'Tis-very natural for a perſon ro love 
himſclf, for there is no being but con- 
curs to that motion which ſeems moſt 
proper, not only for its pref=rvation, 

ut likewife- moſt conducive to its ſatis- 
faction, Wherefore we muſt allow that 
Self-Love is the firſt Paſſion, thar is the 
moſt invincible, though 1 don't fay 'tis 
the ſtrongeſt : Yet certainly *cis the moſt 
natural, the moſt infinuating, the moſt 
agreable, and ſeducing, and all thele 
qualities being united rogerher, make 
A ery great unpreſiion upon the Spirit 
| ot 
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of the Female - Sex : Their-- complexion, 
their Temperament, their Education, 
and Ignorange - inclines. them to. this 
paſſion, which does but over airs part 
with rhe fair-Sex: It makes up a con- 
nexion of proper qualities which forms 
an union. berwixt them. and this Paſtor, 
and the reſt which #owen are captivared

Spirit in Ig- 
narance, and the - body in effeminacy, 
and when *tis excited by unprofitable 
amuſements, inſpires it wich voluptuous 
affeCtions, and if. reaſon ſhows it \clf, 
Self-Love preſents it with agreable objects

Fleafures part, without- conſidering thit 
ſubmichon which the body owes to the 
mind, and rhoſe indifpenſible Obligations 
weare liable unto in ſuch cafes ro 49 
violence to our inferior Appetites, that 
we may bejuſt. Self love gives a Toller- 
ation ro our perverſe tnclinations, and 
leaves our unmortity'd defires free, no 
ways curbiag'their trregulariry, the co1- 
cern of- moſt 'moment "ſhe is imploy'd 
in is © careſs the mind, rhat, ſhe may 
liten with pleaſure ro the inſinuating 
Elindiſhment of thar deſtruftive Syren, 
that we may be wholly raken up for our 
{clves, and be very luke-watm and in- 
ditterent to 'the publick Intereſt; © ever 
prefering 
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'preferring our ſelves upon all  occafions, 
obſerving the Law with all the caution 
and prudence - which it propoſes - ro us, 
bur not allowing our felves in any vigo- 
rous and Laborious Duty,- though at the 
ſame time we cannot releaſe our ſelves 
without being Criminal, 

Self-love is direaly oppoſite: ro the 
Law and'ro Honor, it only leaves us. a 
reli for Grandure, for.

viſible that perſons of -I1luſtrious- ExtraR- 
i0n will paſs by. their lawful right, which 
they receiv'd from their Progenitors, 
ſubmit their Sentiments, nay, more 
| ſacrifice the Truth for to acquire Riches, 

or to-obrain the Eſteem of ſuch perſons 
whom 
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whom the World reputes to be ſo, and 
; in proſpe of ſccuring or advancing 
their Reputation, being ſenſible thar 
Eſteem depends from the voice of thoſe 
whom Opulence makes men careſs and 
admire: In ſo much that Self-love has 
the ſecret not only ro make thoſe per-. 
ſons covetous who polleſs great Riches, 
but thoſe whoare under more deplorable 
Grcumſtances. For there is , no leſs 
Avarice in over-reaching upon - the 
atcount of wealth, than to hide it with- 
out diſtributing when we are actually in 
the polleſſion ; "ris much at one ro go be- 
fore a Rich man who avoids our Society; . 
as to Avoid an indigent perſoh who fol- 
lows us, there is as much Avarice in 
the eager purſuit, as in» hoarding up of 
Riches, and Self-Love is not lefs violent 
on ſuch emergencies, for Fortune and 
Honour but ſeldom diſagree upon the 
atcount of Relation, and the fair Sex are 
bur roo prone to that ſort of Avarice 
which Self-Love produces ; men are valu'd 
according to the Figure they make in the 
World, and abundance of Pelf is the 
key of their Eſteem; they commonly 
make the merit of the perſon commen- 
ſurate ro his purſe, and if they give him 
ahy am, Fortune allways has the 
largeſt Encomium inthe Pahegirick, for 
tho" the perſon be otherwiſe never ſo de- 
ſerving he can claim no ſhare in the Ha- 
rangue 
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rangue, if he is a man of a deſperate 
Forrune, becauſe Self-lIove won't permit 
her. go extoll another's. merit, who has 
only vertuous -Qualities to be admir'd, 
is deftiruce ot Riches for to nouriſh 
and increaſe this hope, ſo true it is we 
love.our ſelyes ſuperlatively, and that we 
ſeldom applaud, or defire any ones com- 
pany bur 1n expeRation of fome future 
molument and advantage, which may 
at one time or- other accrue to our ſelves, 
and all the Civility we ſhow them by 
Juſtifying their Conduct, or proclaiming 
their Verrue, has Hope of - Reward for 
its chiefeſt baſis and Foundation, the 
ſource of «all evil, impiety and error.
